TO SAVE COUNTRY’S RESOURCES. 
W ashington, D. C., May 13.—W hen 
President Roosevelt called to order the 
session of the great W hite House con­ 
ference at IO o'clock this m orning 
there was gathered in the east room 
of the executive mansion the most 
notable assem blage ox men in the pub 
lie eye that has ever m et in the his 
tory of the United States. 
The governors 
of 
dearly all 
tin 
States of the Union were present, and 
each was accompanied by three ad 
visers, carefully chosen front among 
the learned of his state. 
Besides the 
governors and their advisers, repre 
sentatives of all the im portant national 
organizations, the welfare of which de­ 
pends in greater or less degree upon 
natural resources, were in attendance, 
and, further, there were present many 
members of Congress and the official 
heads of various departm ents of the 
governm ent. 
The opening address of President 
Roosevelt and of other leading partic­ 
ipants occupied the greater p art of 
the initial session. No set programme 
has been prepared for the subsequent 
sessions of the conference, which will 
continue over Thursday and Friday. 
The range of subjects to be discuss­ 
ed covers the entire program m e of na­ 
tional conservation. 
Preservation of 
existing forests and refo re sta tio n of 
lands at present producing nothing, 
storage of surplus w aters, inland w at­ 
er ways, irrigation, 
conservation 
of 
m inerals and the prevention of waste 
in mining, relation of w ater ways to 
transportation and the relation of rail­ 
ways to w ater lines of carriage, p r e 
vention of floods and their consequent 
^instruction of life and property, care 
of the range lands of the w est—tim 
re-grasing and 
proper 
utilization— 
these are a few of the grand divisions 
of the questions to be exhaustively 
discussed by the conference. 
T urning to land resources, the dele­ 
gates will be shown how soil is being 
impoverished by im proper cultivation, 
and especially by erosin.
